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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in 
combination with all the limitations disclosed in the base claims, in light of the 
specifications and in consideration of the appeal conference discussion, the prior 
art fails to disclose that it would not have been obvious to make a switch reluctance 
machine with a stator being circumferentially-spaced and segmented with winding 
wire precisely wound around individual one of the stator segment core to provide 
uniform inductance and resistance characteristics with a slot fill greater than 65% 
and using a sensorless drive circuit that derives the rotor position based on 
parameters that vary with the inductance and resistance of the stator segment 
assemblies and energizing the winding wire around the stator segment assemblies 
to control the operation of the switched reluctance machine based on the derived 
position of the rotor.
